—and the name of which rings a 
familiar bell to every Parisian 
wiin has been twenty: Quartier 
Latin, or more simply, Lc Quar- 
tier.

.'i.'i.OOO of Fra'ncc's 70,000 students 
were grouped in the capital. Paris 
acts as a magnet upon anyone 
anxious to learn, and it gathers 
within its walls most of the coun- 
try's future writers, painters, 
scientists, engineers, ete. . .

TheY.M.H.A. Little Theatre has 
come up with a production which 
may well be the high spot of Mont- 
real's buddiuK Drama fc.i.snn.

OFF TO A BAD START 

McGill's winter sports season has 
got off to a rather inauspicious start 
with both the Redmcn and the Red- 
skins losing their opening engage- 
ments. On the basketball front the 
IS48 edition of the Redskins, Mc- 
Giir.s hoop afigreRation, lost a close 
battle to the hard fighting Engi- 
neers from Clarkson. It was ea.>;y to 
sec that it was the first tilt of the 
season as both teams looked slow 
and missed the hoop many times. 
Statistically, the Redskins lost the 
game on foul shots as they made 
only 4 out of 11 free throws. They 
missed their last 5 attempts in a 
row and this inability to cash in 
cost them the game. 

Over-all figures abow that the 
Redskins tried a total of 65 shots 
making 20 and missing 45 or 30 
per cent of the total tried. They 
had 11 free throws and made 4, 
3 of which were made by Smiley 
Wilson. On breaking' down the 
shots into long and short shots, 
long shots being all those taken 
outside an imaginary lines about 
eight feet from the sides of the 
key and about six feet behind the 
foul line with all the rest being 
counted as short shots, we can 
make some Interesting observa- 
tions. Of the total 65 shots 36 
were long shots and the re- 
mainder or 29 were short shots. In 
other words 54 per cent of the 
total shots tried were from an ap- 
preciable distance away from the 
ba.sket. Eight or 22 percent of 
these were good for two points. 

The team seemed unable to 
work the ball In and consequently 
only tried 29 throws from the 
short range. They nude 12 of 
these or 42 per cent. 
Individually the old reliables. Bud 
Fraser and Smiley Wilson, scored 
13 and 9 points apiece. The elon- 
gated Mr. Fraser tried a total of 14 
shots and netted 6 for 43 per cent 
Wilson made only 21 per cent of 
the shots tried but this low per cent 
is mainly due to the eight long shots 
he tried without sinking one. From 
close in he sank three out of six 
attempted for 50 per cent As the 
season progresses Smiley, along 



with the other members, ought to 
improving their shooting eyes. 
NEW TALENT 
Some new talent that has been 
uncovered by mentor Howie 
Ryan in the persons of Caldwell 
who halls from Amherst' College 
In New York and Lefly Berger, a 
local lad who is playing his first 
season In senior company and 
who Is a product of the local 
basketball wars. The first named 
newcomer played excellent ball 
all evening tallying 12 points and 
coming second to Fraser In the 
McGill aeorlnr list. Caldwell 
took 10 shots at the hoop and 
sank six for 60 per cent of the 
shots tried. This was the highest 
shots made percentage on the 
team. However. Caldwell showed 
a definite weakness as he missed 
all three free throws he tried. 
This is something that can be 
overeome by practice. Lefty Ber- 
ger who Impressed all concern- 
ed with his playing only tried 
four shots but made two for four 
points. 

In the final summing up. McGill 
didn't show anything to give the 
observers cause to hand out rave 
notices but on the other hand they 
do give indications that after they 
have had a little more work they 
will be a team to contend with. 
Next week the Redskins face the 
smart Grenadier Guards team from 
the M.B.L. Tliis should bo a real 
test for the team and give a good 
indication of how they will fare 
this year.

Tlic roninins problem is a much 
more difficult and onerous one 
to solve, .^s many other, cities in 
the world, P.iris presently suffers 
from a housins shortaec. Where 
are the' some 35,000 out of town 
students cominc to the capital 
r.irli year KoiiiK to live'.' The 
Quarter Latin hntrls are over- 
llowinc. One pays a phennmciial 
price for a tiny comfortless room 
in an attic, without air and often 
without hcntine. Many students 
live in disaffected army barracks 
'and French army barracks offer 
none of the comforts displayed 
by tlicir .Xmerican counterparts!, 
pilinc up in .smelly common 
rooms: unfortunate conditions for 
studies that require .solitude 
and silence. 

Jacques was lucky enough to dis 
up a room with a family. It is 
small, but clean, with a small bed. 
a .«malt cupboard, one table and 
even a book-shelf. The only trou- 
ble is that be cannot brin^ his 
friends in. He pay.^ 2..î0n franc- for 
it and figures tn be quite lucky not 
to have to p;,y hotel intes, which go 
as high as 4.300 francs. 

And food! Tlie cheapest res- 
taurants ask 200 francs for a small 
meal. True enougb. there are 
students cafeterias which offer 
unheard of rales: SO In 70 franc.t 
per meal. But what one Rets In 
such pUres is even less than In 
the MrOill I'ninn. A typical 
meal >vnnld lie corn flakes snnp, 
one saiisaRC, one portion nf nia.sh- 
rd potatoes and an apple. .Sniip 
tastes like Siipersuds, llie sausage 
is quite dried up, and the mashed 
potatoes, on the other hand, are 
as clear as water. As for the ap- 
ple. It Kave the Impression nf hav- 
ing been separated from the ap- 
ple-tree years aco. 
Thus, an average student spends 
in a month: 1.000 francs for studies 
proper. 2,.50n franci for room, and 
a minimum of 4,000 francs for food 
In other words a total of 7.500 
francs without laundry, dry clcan- 
inif, etc. . . which means about 9.000 
francs a month at the one condition 
that he docs not partake In any so- 
cial activities of any kind. With 
all indemnities taken into account, 
Jacques' father earns 16,472 francs 
a month. 
So Jacques works. In prewar

HIGH COST OF KILLING. A 
prrloriieal recently came out with 
Interesting figures on the Increase 
in the cost of killing since the 
Stone Age. 

It then cost a mere one ecnt to 
dispose of a rival. By the time 
Caesar's legions had rnnqurred 
Europe, soldiers wr.re killed at 
the increased rate of cents 
each. The Crusaders managed in 
deliver sudden death tn Saraslns 
(no allusion) averaging î.") cents a 
head. The blessed advent of Big- 
ger and Better Weapons, the 
spreading use of saintly gunpow- 
der further Increased the cost, 
which Mas no le&s than $3.25 a 
corpse during the Thirty Years' 
War. Napoleon's warring brought 
It roughly to $50 for every soldier 
killed on either side. 
Refinement, however, came quick- 
ly, and so did the corresponding in- 
crease In the cost of killing. It 
cost over $10,000 to kill a man 
(women and children excluded) 
during W6rld War L And al- 
though no accurate tabulation is 
yet available as to the cost per head 
ing the last do, it is estimated to be 
running into a fivc-7.cros figure.
